The  Tomb -Stone  and  Utber  Stone*— Ttie 

Skeptics  SeallttK  Shut  the  Rrsarreclton 

Fact  —  HeartL    Tlant     Break  Over 

Gr«ve«— ^he  Eai.f   Greeting. 


Rev.  W.  H.  Myers  ^yesterday  morning 
read  a  list  of  75  names  of  persons  who 
joined  Grace  church  by  letter  flrf  transfer, 
making  the  total  number  of  Easter  acces- 
sion 175  members.  Rev.  J,  K.  P]itt,treas- 
urer  of  the  Lutheran  Ministerium,  assisted 
him  in  the  services,  preaching  in  the  morn- 
ing. Rev.  Myers  took  for  his  text  in  tha 
evening  Mark  16:3— "Who  shall  roll  us 
away  the  stone?" 

The  immortal  poet  says:  "There  are 
i  sermons  in  stones."  A  scone  in  itself  is 
only  a  mass  of  mineral  matter— but  rolled 
into  a  certain  place  of  design,  it  means 
much.  The  cap-stone  of  the  pyramid  we 
would  touch,  the  Blarney  stone  we  would 
kiss;  the  frontis-stoneof  the  homestead  we 
would  not  disturb;  the  hearth-stone  we 
kneel  by;  the  mill-stone  we  measure 
by;  the  corner-stone  we  sacredly  lay, 
and  the  tomb-stone  we  baptize  with  tears 
and  entwine  with  wreaths  of  greenest 
memory,  and  deck  with  flowers  of  sweetest 
love. 

THE  BLACK  STONE  AT  MECCA. 

The  holy  Caaba  of  Mecca,  with  its  pil- 
lars of  white  marble  and  walls  of  granite 
and  porphyry,  and  stripes  of  yellow,  red 
and  blue,  may  attract  the  thousands  of 
Mohammedan  prilgrims.  They  may  deem 
it  worth  the  while  to  journey  hundreds  of 
miles  to  kneel  by  the  famous  "black 
stone,"  believed  to  have  been  brought  from 
heaven  by  angels  and  placed  in  the  south- 
east corner  of  the  temple — we  bow  by  an- 
other stone.  Come,  we  will  go  upon  a 
pilgrimage  to  Christ's  sepulchre.  To-day 
all  people  of  Europe,  all  people  of 
England,  all  people  of  America,  all 
people  of  the  christianized  islands,  even 
all  gospel-called  heathens,  have  visited 
this  grave.  What  a  procession  !  Heaven 
and  earth  witness !  There,  nearly  1890 
years  ago,  only  a  timid  little  band,  three 
women — Mary  Magadaleue,  Mary,  mother 
of  James,  Salome,  came  out  to  that  grave. 
Now  princes  and  kings  with  all  their  sub- 
jects visit  that  grave.  Joseph  of  Ara-^ 
mathea  never  dreamed  that  his  ston*  cut 
sepulchre  should  be  known  to  all  earth,  all 
heaven  and  all  eternity.  Pilate  never 
dreamed  that  the  stone  he  ordered  to  be 
sealed  upon  the  doorof  Christ's  resting  place 
stiould  be  made  the  theme  of  the  ages. 

THAT  EASTKR  STONE. 

Those  lonely  women  suddenly  halted 
be'ore  that  grave,  in  the  gray  of  the  morn- 
iig,  their  sweet  spices  they  feared  they  had 
brought  in  vaiu — "wiio  shall  roll  ua  away 
the  stone?"— they  had  not  thought  of  that 
8to;e.  There  was  a  stone  before  those 
women's  hearts  first  of  all,  to  be  rolled 
away.     Oh  I  how  bound -upalltheirbot^Jj 


— wuat,  a  burden  of  lead' iB^Eelr  hearts. 
The^Saviour  dead  and  buried!  But  when  it 
was  told  them — "He  is  risen— he  is  not 
here'I  the  seal  seemed  to  break,  and  angel 
hands  seemed  to  have  rolled  that  stone 
away.  Ah!  the  stone  of  sorrow.  How 
heavy  it  is— how  securely  sealed  oftimes! 
Mourner,  I  notice  that'  you  seem  to  say 
again  and  again  :  "tVho  shall  roll  us  away 
the  stone  ?"  The  stone  of  doubt !  Measure 
it8^T«  and  calculate  its  weight.  Poor 
Thomas  could  not  believe  unless  he  first  had 
seen  and  even  touched.  Many  lingering 
over  the  story  of  Christ  crucified  and  arisen, 
find  a  stone  before  their  faith— "who  shall 
roll  it  away."  The  stone  of  sin  !  It  is  a 
mduntain  boulder,  a  black  stone  from  hell, 
and  it  shuts  up  all  hope  of  salvation. 
Crime,  wrong,  slips,  bad  habits  or  glaring 
transgressions — sin  I  that  heavy  stone,  who 
shall  roll  it  away. 

THE    STONE   YET   SEALED. 

You  remember  how  the  priests  and 
Pilat?  put  a  seal  upon  that  stone,  and  set  a 
guard  before  the  sepulchre.  Not  only 
rulers  have  tried  to  seal  shut  the  resur- 
rection fact — atheists  and  infidelity  gener- 
ally have  labored  to  keep  it  entombed. 
But  the  stone  was  rolled  away,  and  the 
Easter  sun  shone  brightly  into  that  tomb, 
and  ever  since  the  Christian  world  once  in 
the  year  blows  the  resurrection  trumpet 
and  glories  in  the  Saviour's  victory  over 
the  grave,  death  and  hell.  Why  do  so 
many  hearts  break  over  the  grave  ?  Sacred 
spot  is  the  sepulchre!  The  purest  of  love, 
the  kindliest  of  friendship,  has  the  grave. 
If  only  we  could  have  the  same  charity  for 
man  living,  as  we  have  for  him  dead — what 
a  world  of  happiness  this  would  be  !  Why 
that  dark  despair,  that,  gloomy  hope  before 
the  tomb  of  thy  dead  ?  Your  thought?  do 
net  go  any  further  than  that  mound  of 
earrb — your  faith  rebounds  from  the  stone 
placed  before  the  grave. 

LOOKING  WITHIN  THE  EMPTY    GRATE, 

Have  you  not  heard,  "He  is  risen,  he  is 
not  here  !"  You,  so  devotedly  visit  the 
home  of  your  dead  on  yonder  cemetery. 
You  never  can  cease  sorrowing,  you  even 
have  placed  a  chair  by  the  mound  of  the 
dead  that  you  may  sit  and  weep  out  your 
life.  Ah!  you  will  never  know,  never  feel, 
never  act  the  christian  comfort  over  the 
grave  until  you  have  paid  your  Easter 
visit  to  the  crave  of  Jesus  and  hear  the 
Easter  greeting  of  His  resurrection. 
He  is  the  first,  fruits  ♦of  them 
that  sleep.  Even  us  He  is  risen  so 
shall  all  that  believe  rise  in  that  day.  Ob! 
grave  what  care  I  for  thee — since  the 
angels  rolled  away  thy  stone,  and  proved 
thee  empty.  I  can  rest  in  it,  since  Christ 
rested  here.  Is  it  cold?  The  warmth  of 
Christ's  animation  is  in  it.  Is  it  lonely  and 
dark?  Christ's  omnipotent  life  will  radiate 
forth  from  it.  Does  the  clod  weigh  heavily 
upon  my  poor  body — Ohrist  will  burst  the 
tomb.  Scatter  the  dust  of  my  bones  to  the 
winds — yet,  shall  I  rise  again.

The  three  services  which  ware  held  yes- 
terday in  Trinity  Lutheran  church  were  of 
an  ipterestipg  characte--  and  were  all 
largefyattended.
